Dodgeville Man, Visiting, 
Here., Witnessed Recent Jap 


Quake; Pictures Scenes 


Loss of life 
in 
the 
Japanese 


earthquake area is much 
greater 


than reports so far have indicated, 
according to Thomas W. Patterson, 
Dodgeville, who was an eyewitness 
of the catastrophe. Mr. Patterson 
visited with his aunt, Mrs. L. E. 
Jonos, 451 W. Main st., on his way 
to his home this morning. 


"The. entire topography along the 


sea const and the ocean bed has 
been changed by the quake," Mr. 
Patterson 
said. 
"Since 
Sept. 1 


more than 700 distinct shocks were 
felt in the area about Tokio 
and 


Yokohama. 
The earth seemed to 


be in constant motion with build- 
ings toppling continually. The loss 
of life will reach 500,000. 
In To- 


kio alone 85,000 bodies were cre- 
mated in one pile. 


Hotel Swallowed. 


"No attempt has yet been made 


to retrieve 
the 
bodies 
floating 


about in the canals and rivers in 
Yokohama. 
This was 
a city of 


about 750,000 inhabitants but now 
has only one building 
standing," 


Mr. Patterson said. 
"This is the 


Imperial hotel. /The structures of 
steel and stone are the only type 
of building which withstood- 
the 


shocks. 
All the frame 
buildings 


were 
demolished over an 
area of 


•four by seven miles. 


"The Oriental hotel occupied by 


natives for the most was entirely 
destroyed. This building was three 
stories in height and covered 
an 


area as big as the Park hotel. The 
earth opened underneath it forming 
a chasm large 
enough 
that the 


building today has only the top of 
the jroof showing above the edges. 
All out one man, 
who 
crawled 


through an opening in the 
roof; 
were killed. 


"Fire broke out in about 200 dif- 


ferent places in tne city of Yoko- 
hama and rapidly spread with the 
assistance of a. typhoon which came 
up with the first shock. Thousands 
of persons were imprisoned in the 
debris and burned alive. A section 
of Tokio was spared of flames. 


Broke Water Mains. 


"The Japanese are an egotistical 


people and .for the most part frown 
on outside1 aid unless they can han- 
dle the relief through their own agr 
encies," Mr. Patterson said. "When 
the first shock .occurred they were 
b'ereft of their senses. 
None but 


foreigners attempted 
any 'rescue 


work. The quake broke all the wa- 
ter mains . destroying 
the 
only 


means of combating the fire. 


"This morning: is the first time 


that I have been on solid ground 
for more than a few hours since 
Sept, 1. I still acern to feel the 
earth shaking under me at times. 
At Vancouver I was on solid land 
for only about three hours. The re- 
mainder of the time since I 
left 


Japan I have been traveling. I am 
sure of one thing and that is that 
I'll never '^ v0 the U. S. again If 
I can help- it." 


Mr. Patterson was employed by 


the P. D. •Cummer Co. of Cleve- 
land in establishing a construction 
plant there for them. He left the 
city last spring to take up his du- 
ties in Japan.

This program was but the second 


of his local appearances since his 
study with Leopold Auer, and it is 
sure he has earned 
a 
forerriost 


place 
among 
all 
violinists 
who 


come to our city from anywhere. 
The entire evening,—an'd Mr, Ross 
played^ a .generous program—was 
one^ofv,evident delight to the large 
audience assembled in the church. 
And yet Mr. Ross does his .music 
making in so unassuming a manner 
that it is a question whether all his 
audience really appreciate how sel- 
dom they may hear such brilliant 
violin playing. 


For Mr. Ross has • attained such 


mastery of his instrument that he 
turns out most amazing music with 
no apparent concern how it is to 
be accomplished,- 
More competent 


critics than the writer, have noted 
his 
unsurpassed 
trill, 
his equal 


clearness in fingerboard work of 
every sort, and his refined warmth 
of tone. These are all there if you 
stop to think of it,—but you don't 
much, for listening to the music. 


_Mr. Ross opened his program 


with a lively and varied reading of 
La Folia, a too often routine set of 
variations. 
The Mendelssohn con- 


certo followed. In this he brought

HE Capital Times learns from its 
Washington Bureau that President 


Coolidge has given no definite assurance 
that Progressive Congressmen and Sen- 
ators from Wisconsin, Minnesota and 
other states are to be accorded their pa- 
tronage rights, which were denied them 
under the late President Harding. 


This fact %vas ascertained as standing 


out behind all.the rumors which have 
recently gone out from Washington to 
the effect that the President is deter- 
mined to reverse the policy of his precle- 


, cessor. 


The rumors originated several weeks 


ago following a conference between 
Representative Florian Lampert of the 
Wisconsin District and the President 
at the White House. A report was then 
circulated, apparently based on state- 
ments made by Representative Lampert, 
to the effect that the President would 
restore the patronage rights of the Pro- 
gressives. Representative Lampert has 
since declared that he was misquoted 
and that he had received no such assur- 
ance from the President. 
* * * 


I 


NQUIRY at the office of Senator La 
Follette in Washington showed that 


the senior Senator is not being consulted 
on Wisconsin appointments to any ex- 
tent beyond that in vogue when Presi- 
dent Harding was alive. 


Recently the Post-Office Department 


advised the Senator of the results of the 
civil service examination at Madison, in- 
dicating that the Department would be 
glad to receive a recommendation from 
the Senator of one of the eligibles. This 
action, however, is not regarded as sig- 
nificant, inasmuch as it has long been 
the unwritten rule governing patronage 
that a Senator should be consulted in 
the appointment of a postmaster for his 
home city. 


The denial of patronage to Progres- 


sive Republicans dates from the ap- 
pointment of John J. Esch, former Wis- 
consin congressman from the 7th Dis- 


* trict, to the Interstate Commerce Com- 


mission. The appointment was made by 
President Harding during the first few 
weeks of his administration. Although 
it is the rule that a President should 
consult the Senators of his own party 
in making an important federal appoint- 
ment of one of their constituents, Pres- 
ident Harding consulted with Senator 
Lenroot but ignored Senator La Follette 
h; naming Esch. 


e-er.alnr La Follette took no offense at 


thi;- action, and so state;', in a letter re- 
plying to an inquiry from President 
Harding, but when the Esch appoint- 
ment reached the Senate for confirma- 
tion, La Follette contested the nomina- 
tion with characteristic vigor and op- 
posed Esch on the ground that as joint 
author of the Esch-Cummins Law he 
was unfit for the appointment to the 
Commission which administers legisla- 
tion governing the railroads. 


Shortly thereafter Senator La .Fol- 


lette openly opposed tho Republican tar- 
iff, taxation, and ship subsidy bills and 
was one of the principal opponents of the 
resolution to scat Senator Newberry. 
By reason of his opposition to adminis- 
tration measures, the Senator was re- 
garded as without the pale of the Repub- 
lican-"regulars" and all federal patron- 
aire in Wisconsin was turned over by the 
administration to Senator Leni-oot. The 
latter has recommended the appoint- 
ment of all district attorneys, federal 
judges, marshals and other federal offi- 
cials appointed under the Harding re- 
gime.

It is believed here that the 
President will not brook the ill-will of 
Senator Lenroot and other "regulars" in 
Wisconsin in taking this stand, and that 
if. he does so his advisers will return to 
the policy of President Harding as soon 
as the Wisconsin and Minnesota Pro- 
gressives get "off the reservation" in 
the new Congress.

Liquor and Harding 


Writer 
Resents Intimation 
That 
Presi- 


dent's Death WasTJue to Abstinance. 


[To The Editor]—When 
sometime ago 
in 


The1 Voice of the People the wets tried to show 
that President Harding died because he had 
quit drinking booze, I thought they went the 
limit and that it was ridiculous. 


Would it not be more fair to say that he 


died on account of his previous drinking? 


Leading scientists and doctors tell us that 


liquor is harmful for a well person and they 
are not in favor of it as a medicine. 


Insurance companies who do not work along 


sentimental or religious lines but go by figures 
and facts, know, that the total abstainer is the 
best risk. 


People generally, knowing this to be fact, 


and also seeing the immortality and degrada- 
tion resulting from the use of alcoholic drinks, 
:t makes one wonder why so many advocate 
and defend moderate drinking. 


That those who are in the business, for the 


money there'is in it, has to advocate modera- 
tion is easily seen. If they advocated total 
abstinance it would of course mean starvation. 
If they advocated drunkenness 
they 
would 


scare the decent (?) drinkers away and after 
the drunkards were dead—they had to drink it 
all themselves. 


But, 
why do moral men (in other respects), 


leaders in the community, yes, even in the 
church, advocate and defend moderate drink- 
ing? 


Undoubtedly, in many cases, because they in 


their younger days were tasting it and in that 
way got a liking for it. Then again they may 
be playing "politics"—trying to curry favors 
with the majority and the influential. 


Is it not likely that if President Harding 


used strong drink, he' got the start from asso- 
ciation with nice moderate men in the commu- 
nity and in the church to which he belonged? 


In the word of God we read: "It were better 


for him that a millstone were hanged about 
his neck, and he cast into the sea, than that he 
should offend one of these little ones." 


There was a time when Harding, like the 


rest of us. was "little" and oh! what a respon- 
sibility they shouldered who by precept or ex- 
ample led him and others to' take their "first 
glass." 


I know what it meant, aboot 40 years ago, 


to take a stand for total abstinance. The jeers 
and ridicule by friends and acquaintances were 
hard. But still worse when leaders and officials 


'iri your: own church,' from miniater down, took 
a stand for moderation and against total ab- 
stinance, even going, so far As : to close/ the 
church doors for total abstinance-work. 


Think of such a minister, in the "time '•' of the 


open legalized saloon, preaching that: "it is not 
a sin to go into a saloon and take a drink." 


We all-know that the minister has the great- 


est influence—for good .and likewise for bad. 
What can we then expect in a congregation 
and a community where, for over 60 years, 
such teaching 'has been going on?
